errors cropped up in election pro­ 
cedure, the board pointed out it 
saw no attempts at fraud and con­ 
cluded the faults arose in the rush 
of heavy voting or through unfa- 
miliarity with parts of the law. 
Most of the session was spent

Do­ 
ing this, however, the workers did 
not remember the 10 absentee bal­ 
lots cast before the elder Peters’ 
death, and so these, along with the 
five overlooked on election day , 
we-e affix ed with stickers.

Wellsville city hall and queried 
by May or W. H. Daugherty . 
“Mr. Clendenning (.M. L. Clen-

Mr. Gilbert, being in the en­ 
graving business and a commer­ 
cial artist, too, knew something 
about transferring pictures from 
one medium to another and didn’t 
see why it should be so hard to 
get a colored pattern from drawing 
paper 
to dinner 
plate. 
Pottery 
ex ecutives 
ex plained, 
however, 
that the process was difficult. 
It goes roughly like this: Let 
us say that a designer has drawn 
a basket of fruit as a chinaware 
pattern. The basket is brown, the 
fruit green, red, orange and pur­ 
ple, A craftsman working with a 
greasy lithographic cray on copies 
just the basket on one lithographic 
stone, the red fruit on another 
a third and 
so on. When he has done all this 
he has copied the whole drawing 
but has divided it into as many 
parts as there are colors. 
Nex t, the first stone is placed 
in a printing press and a thousand 
prints are made of just the basket. 
The printer uses varnish Instead 
of Ink and when the paper has been 
impressed it is dipped in brown 
powder 
pigment. 
The 
powder 
sticks to the varnish which covers 
the basket part of the design. 
These sheets are allowed to dry 
for 24 hours. Then the stone bear­ 
ing the outline of the red fruit is 
put in the press and sheets which 
already carry the image of the 
basket are run through again. The 
outline of the red fruit is var­ 
nished and powdered and the oper­ 
ator, after a 24-hour pause,, starts 
with the green, purple and so on. 
When the sheets have been run 
over all five stones, they have all 
five colors and are completed de- 
calcomanias ready for the potter­ 
ies. 
Elim inates Lithographic Stones 
Any thing 
as involved as this 
would have discouraged the aver­ 
age person, but Mr, Gilbert was 
Intrigued, the potteries were glad 
to tell him all they knew about 
the process and he went to work. 
That was four y ears ago when 
war was only a rumor. When war 
did come the decalcoraania artis­ 
ans In Europe no longer could 
send their handiwork here, just 
as the potteries feared. 
The first thing Mr. Gilbert did 
was eliminate all this 
business 
about the lithographic stones. He 
stood 
the 
artist’s 
rendition 
in 
strong light and photographed it. 
Of course he had to photograph 
one color at a time, just as the 
lithographers copied one color at 
a time, and part of his achieve­ 
ment was devising filter combin­ 
ations which cut off all but one 
color from the film. 
At the end of the first step, Mr. 


Gilbert had five photographs in­ 
stead of five stones. (Sometimes, 
Incidentally , there are as many as 
15 colors In a pattern.) 
These 
photographs 
were 
engraved 
and 
could be printed on any press. 
Starts Pigment Search 
So far so good, but Mr. Gilbert 
wanted to eliminate dipping the 
sheets in powder and waiting 24 
hours before the nex t color could 
be applied. What he needed was 
a colored ceramic quick dry ing 
ink that could be imposed on the 
sheets by the press. He asked the 
large pigment manufacturers for 
help but all their research labora­ 
tories, couldn’t find the answer. 
Mr. Gilbert ex perimented in a 
printing shop on Dewalt ave, owned 
by Angelo Curcle, who gave the 
y oung Inventor free use of the 
presses. Mr. Gilbert finally mix ed 
the right chemicals and got his 
colored, quick dry ing ceramic ink. 
“The amazing thing about it,” 
he say s, “is the simplicity of the 
mix ture. I can’t understand why 
no one thought of it before.” 
He’s applied for a patent on his 
process but even so he guards his 
secret closely . 
, 
Mistakes Easy To Finish 
| 
The advantages of his process 
are long and impressive and M r.; 
Gilbert believes so much 
in I t ! 
that he, by no means a rich man, i 
spurned an offer of |10,000 for his ! 
secret.

Today he can deliver in day s i 
what it took foreign 
craftsmen 
8 to 10 weeks to do. He can easily 
correct mistakes and can make 
the same pattern in different sizes 
simply by taking a larger or small­ 
er picture. The old craftsmen had 
to start 
with 
the 
lithographic 
stones every time they wanted to 
make a change. 
Mr. Gilbert was born In Eng­ 
land and came to Canton when 
he was 12. He attended school 
here but never went to college. 
With absolutely no formal tech­ 
nical training he devised a pro-

Forgot Absentee Votes 
So it was decided to place stick­ 
ers on those already in the ballot 
box that had been overlooked. Do­ 
ing this, however, the workers did 
not remember the IO absentee bal­ 
lots cast before the elder P eters’ 
death, and so these, along with the 
five overlooked on election day, 
we-e affixed with stickers. 
Miss 
Millie 
Amato, 
presiding 
judge, told 
the 
board 
she 
was 
called after the election to the 
W ellsville city hall and queried 
by Mayor W. H. Daugherty. 
“Mr. Clendenning (M. L. Clen- 
denning, county Democratic chair­ 
man) called my home, aud out of 
courtesy to him, I went to the city 
hall,” she said in response to a 
query by A. L. Forney of E ast 
Palestine, a member of the board. 
“ Mr. Daugherty questioned me. 
He became very violent about it. 
It was like a cross-examination.” 
She did not answer*Mr. Forney’s 
question: “Did he ask you to put 
your nam e to an affidavit?” 
T he 
six 
workers 
unanimously 
refuted charges th at two witnesses 
—H arry Knepper, Republican, and 
W. S. Stillwell, Democrat,—had in­ 


terfered with the count or handled 
the ballots. 
The board asked a police search 
for an unknown man who alleged­ 
ly voted fraudulently in E ast Liv­ 
erpool precinct I E and queried 
the A-1 workers on how a special 
issue ballot was removed from the 
polling place with both stubs a t­ 
tached. 
The 1-E workers said a man rep­ 
resenting himself to 'b e Wilbur O. 
Doughty voted in the polling place. 
The qualified voter later appeared 
and could not be denied ballots, as 
he proved the other man had been 
an imposter, they said. 
Apparently the illegal voter got 
through unnoticed because the pre­ 
cinct workers did not compare his 
signature on the poll list with the 
true voters’ registration card, the

One precinct worker said the im­ 
poster was identified as “a hitch­ 
hiker from Parkersburg.” 
389th Smuggled Away 
A total of 388 ballots were cast 
in 1-E and it was the 389th—one 
listing two city special issues and 
the county levy—that was “smug­ 
gled” from the precinct. The judg­ 
es and clerks said they could not 
explain its disappearance, although 
they said some bystander might 
have torn it from the ballot book 
unnoticed. 
The ballot was brought to the 
attention of the board by Mrs. Roy 
Blinn of Harvey ave. 
She said it 
was given to her by a man she 
identified as Richard Jackson, add­ 
ing that Jackson told her he “vot­ 
ed twice.” 
Prosecutor Frank Springer sat in 
on the hearing, as well as Mr. Pe­ 
ters, his attorney, Jam es McSwee- 
ney, and several other spectators.

And to make m atters gloomier, 
pottery executives even five years 
ago saw war brewing and knew 
w hat would happen to the decalco­ 
m ania supply. 
Mr. Gilbert, being in the en­ 
graving business and a commer­ 
cial artist, too, knew’ something 
about transferring pictures from 
one medium to another and didn’t 
see why it should be so hard to 
get a colored pattern from drawing 
paper 
to dinner 
plate. 
Pottery 
executives 
explained, 
however, 
th at the process was difficult. 
It goes roughly like this: Let 
us say that a designer has drawn 
a basket of fruit as a chinaware 
pattern. The basket is brown, the 
fruit green, red, orange and pur­ 
ple. A craftsm an working with a 
greasy lithographic crayon copies 
just the basket on one lithographic 
stone, the red fruit on another 
stone, the green on a third and 
so on. When he has done all this 
he has copied the whole drawing 
but has divided it into as many 
parts as there are colors. 
Next, the first stone is placed 
in a printing press and a thousand 
prints are made of just the basket. 
The printer uses varnish Instead 
of ink and when the paper has been 
impressed it is dipped in brown 
powder 
pigment. 
The 
powder 
sticks to the varnish which covers 
the basket part of the design. 
These sheets are allowed to dry 
for 24 hours. Then the stone bear­ 
ing the outline of the red fruit is 
put in the press and sheets which 
already carry the image of the 
basket are run through again. The 
outline of the red fruit is var­ 
nished and powdered and the oper­ 
ator, after a 24-hour pause,, starts 
with the green, purple and so on. 
W hen the sheets have beeu run 
over all five stones, they have all 
five colors and are completed de­ 
calcomanias ready for the potter­ 
ies. 
Ellmlnatea Lithographic Stones 
Anything 
as 
involved 
as 
this 
would have discouraged the aver­ 
age person, but Mr. Gilbert was 
Intrigued, the potteries were glad 
to tell him all they knew about 
the process and he went to work. 
T hat was four years ago when 
war was only a rumor. When war 
did come the decalcomania artis­ 
ans in 
Europe no longer could 
send their handiwork here, just 
as the potteries feared. 
The first thing Mr. Gilbert did 
was elim inate 
all 
this 
business 
about the lithographic stones. He 
stood 
the 
artist's 
rendition 
in 
strong light and photographed it. 
Of course he had to photograph 
one color at a time, Just as the 
lithographers copied one color at 
a time, and part of his achieve­ 
ment was devising filter combin­ 
ations which cut off all but one 
color from the film. 
At the end of the first step, Mr.

Gilbert had five photographs in­ 
stead of five stones. (Sometimes, 
incidentally, there are as many as 
15 colors 
in a pattern.) 
These 
photographs 
were 
engraved 
and 
could be printed on any press. 
Starts Pigment Search 
So far so good, but Mr. Gilbert 
wanted to elim inate dipping the 
sheets in powder and waiting 24 
hours before the next color could 
be applied. W hat he needed was 
a colored 
ceramic 
quick 
drying 
ink that could be imposed on the 
sheets by the press. He asked the 
large pigment m anufacturers for 
help but all their research labora­ 
tories. couldn't find the answer. 
Mr. Gilbert experimented in a 
printing shop on Dewalt ave. owned 
by Angelo Curcie, who gave the 
young inventor free use of the 
presses. Mr. Gilbert finally mixed 
the right chemicals and got his 
colored, quick drying ceramic ink. 
“The amazing thing about It,” 
he says, “Is the simplicity of the 
mixture. I can’t understand why 
no one thought of it before.” 
He's applied for a patent on his 
process but even so he guards his 
secret closely. 
Mistakes Easy To Finish 
The advantages of his process I 
are long and impressive and Mr. 
Gilbert 
believes 
so much 
in 
it! 
that be, by no means a rich man, 
spurned an offer of |10,000 for bis I 
secret. 
Today he can deliver in days 
w hat 
it 
took 
foreign 
craftsmen 
8 to IO weeks to do. He can easily 
correct m istakes and 
can 
make 
the same pattern in different sizes 
simply by taking a larger or small­ 
er picture. The old craftsm en h ail1 
to 
start

make a change. 
Mr. Gilbert was born In Eng­ 
land and came to Canton when 
he 
was 12. He attended school 
here but never went to college. 
With absolutely no formal tech­

A 
n y o n e who knows anything at all is su pposed 
to know—and b elieve—that Germany is trying 
to cru sh Commu nism. T hat is the official Nazi 
party line: Down with the dirty reds. Or, as Goeb - 
b els, who speclallxes In thinking u p su ch stu ff, 
m ight say. “Are you going to q u it plotting with 
Joe Stalin for world revolu tion? Answer yes or no." 
In fact. Adolf H itler pu t It that way In hla au to­ 
psychopathy, “Mein Kampf". 
, 
This 4K>rt of thing su ddenly has b ecome import- 
gnt. It la something more than promiscu ou s pre­ 
varication and propaganda, b ecau se with all the cu n­ 
ning they have developed, the N azli plainly are 
getting ou t to split the world Into pro and anti- 
b olshevlk sides. Either you ’re for Adolf or for Joe. 
Ju st like that. And who wants to b e for Joe? 
It wou ld b e comforting to b elieve Americans have 
gone throu gh too many grades of school and have 
learned too mu ch to fall for anything so cru de, b u t 
It wou ldn’t b e wise. Becau se some Americans will 
b e so eager to over-simplify the war the same way 
that they will tu mb le over one another to line u p 
w ith the pro-Adolfs agalnet the pro-Joes. They will 
join the Eu ropean stooge governments in w hat is 
known as the anti-Comintern pad.

They have explained why they 
think it Is. They b elieve that the 
war is at a stalem ate In which Hit­ 
ler is encirx led and cannot get ou t. 
In which Britain and Ru ssia are on 
the ou tside and cannot b reak in u n­ 
less a hu ge American expeditionary 
force liiods in Eu rope and wins the 
war for the Allies. 
Believing that this 1« a tru e pic­ 
tu re of the military situ ation, they 
are convinced that we need no long­ 
er worry ab ou t H itler's b reaking 
ou t of the encirclem ent; the only 
thing we need worry ab ou t, they 
think. Is wdiether, against a Hitler 
already secu rely held down In Eu ­ 
rope. we shou ld pay the terrib le 
price of deciding to invade Eu rope. 
They ib lnk. In other words, that 
H itler’s offensive power already la 
checked, 
that

For it is the 
height of wishfu l optimism to su p­ 
pose that the offensive power of 
the Axis already has b een checked 
su ccessfu lly and that the defective 
resistance is now firm and reli­ 
ab le, If we were In any su ch hap­ 
py position, the worst of ou r anxiet­ 
ies wou ld b e over. 
Ou r anxieties are not over. The 
evidence that the situ ation is not 
etahllized at, a stalemate with Hitler 
locked u p In Eu rope Is that b oth in 
the Far East and In French Africa 
— on two sides of u s and In b oth 
oceans -there i.s an extreme crisis 
in which the fu ndamental issu e is 
w hether Hitler is to get the u se of 
Japanese and French sea power. 
Mr. HiMiver’s reassu ring Idea that 
the German army cannot b reak ou t 
of continental Eu rope completely 
overlooks the ominou s reality that 
H itler Is making a gigantic effort, 
not withou t a good chance of su c­ 
cess, to get the u se of the very pow­ 
erfu l Japanese navy and the very 
considerab le French navy.

British officers have shown in their sec-1 
ond thru st across northern Africa that they have | 
adopted the German techniq u e of advancing arou nd i 
enemy » irongholds, u sing tank colu mns to drive 
spearheads iu to enemy territory and fleets of fight­ 
er planes to harass su pply lines. 
CorresiTondeiils on

enemy is segregated, inateed of annihilated. Action 
in Lib ya is a facsimile In miniatu re of the kind of 
war fou ght last su mmer on the Ru ssian front.

Ba c k of the Chinese lines, deep 
in high Asia, new hope rolls 
toward the b eleagu ered arm ies of 
Chlang Kai-shek. It rides In Ameri­ 
can tru cks, driven American fash­ 
ion, over a highway ru n b y Ameri­ 
cans, 
The Bu rma road is receiv­ 
ing a Yankee overhau ling. 
The transportation experts at 
work on the one rem aining Chi­ 
nese llfe-llne are thankfu l today 
they have the Job well u nder way. 
There has b een a Japanese-voiced 
threat to attack the Bu rma road 
from the sou th, "to pu t an end to 
large-scale American intervention 
in China.” 
Stores of lease-lend 
mu nitions, gasoline and machinery 
rolling over the stream lined high­ 
way will head off su ch danger. 
The road today is a far cry from 
that of a year ago. Its transform a­ 
tion stems from a telephone call 
last spring—a call made b y Harry 
Hopkins, in the W hite Hou se, to 
Daniel 
Arnstein, 
vacationing 
in 
Florida. 
"W e’ve got a tru cking prob lem.’’ 
said Hopkins, "and need a man to 
work it ou t. We thou ght you cou ld 
su ggest someb ody.” 
A day or two later Arnstein, 
head of 
great New York trans­ 
portation enterprise, stopped off in 
the capital. 
The 
“prob lem", 
he 
learned, was the Bu rma road. 
He 
recommended a hard-b oiled, self- 
reliau t, former cab driver—himself. 
D 
u r i n g the su m mer Arnstein 
and two fellow tru cking exec­ 
u tives. Harold Davis and Marco 
Heilman, flew to China for a close- 
u p stu dy of their assignment. They 
fou nd chaotic conditions, reported 
the straight facta to Chlang Kai- 
shek. 
They 
also 
decided

shou ld b e done. 
This week, b e­ 
cau se of (heir effort» , Arnstein can 
rejvort a 400 percent increase In 
tonnage. 
To reju venate the Bu rma road, 
the three experts did ju st what 
any carefu l liu sinessman wou ld do 
In b u ilding an efficient (ru cking 
organization. 
They recommended 
that a single managing director. 


with complete au thority over the 
highway b e named to replace a 
welter of b u reau s and depu ties. 
Under 
him 
they 
placed 
two 
Americans, one an expert in tru ck 
and road maintenance, the other 
an experienced dispatcher and ter­ 
minal manager. 
These men were 
installed in a main control office 
at Ku nming, eastern end of the 
road. 
Next, 
a 
highway 
patrol 
was 
formed, detailed to keep traffic 
moving as smoothly as on any 
main highway In America. A short 
wave radio system was b u ilt to aid 
In the task. 
Rou nding ou t the or­ 
ganization was a departm ent of fi­ 
nance, accou nting and statistics, 
eq u ipped to take over the work of 
a score of tax collectors and pro­ 
vincial officials formerly stru ng 
ou t along the road. 


1 1 rlTH the fou ndation of this gen- 
V V eral stru ctu re completed, other 
im portant steps were taken:

Hoover, Talking Of ‘Stalemate’ In War, Forgets 


Hitler Still May Get Japanese And Vichy Fleets

M 
R. HOOVER, and now Sen. Ty- 
dings, have been telling us 
lhaf the real question before us is 
whether we shall raise an army of 
five to eight million men and send 
them to fight Hitler in Europe, 
What makes them think that this 
is the real question? 
They have explained why they 
think it is. They believe that the 
war is at a stalemate in which Hit­ 
ler is encircled and cannot get out, 
in which Britain and Russia are on 
the outside and cannot break in un­ 
less a huge American expeditionary 
force Rinds in Europe and wins the 
war for the Allies.

price of deciding to invade Europe. 
They think, In other words, that 
Hitler's offensive power already is 
checked, that Hitler’s expansion 
already has reached its limits, that 
the defensive resistance of the Al­ 
lies is already successful, and that 
nothing remains for us but to de­ 
cide whether to let Hitler stew in 
his own juice or to knock him out.

By JOE MORTON 
Associated Press 8taff Writer 
BACK of the Chinese lines, deep 
in high Asia, new hope rolls 
toward the beleaguered armies of 
Chiang Kai-shek. It rides in Ameri­ 
can trucks, driven American f&sh 
ion, over a highway run by Amerl 
cans. 
The Burma road is recelv 
ing a Yankee overhauling. 
The transportation experts 
at 
work on the one remaining Chi 
nese life-line are thankful today 
they have the Job well under way. 
There has been a. Japanese-voiced 
threat to attack the Burma road 
from the south, “ to put an end to 
large-scale American intervention 
in China.” 
Stores of iease-lend 
munitions, gasoline and machinery 
rolling over the streamlined high 
way will head off such danger. 
The road today is a far cry from 
that of a year ago. Its transforma 
Hon stems from a telephone call 
last spring—a call made by Harry 
Hopkins, in the White House, to 
Daniel 
Arnstein. 
vacationing 
in 
Florida. 
“We’ve got a trucking problem,” 
said Hopkins, “and need a man to 
work it out. We thought you could 
suggest somebody.’’ 
A day or two later Arnstein, 
head of ^ great New York trans­ 
portation enterprise, stopped off in 
the capital. 
The 
“problem", 
he 
learned, was the Burma road. 
He 
recommended a hard-boiled, self- 
reliant, former cab driver—himself. 
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with complete authority over the 
highway he named to replace 
welter of bureaus and deputies. 
Under 
him 
they 
placed 
two 
Americans, one an expert in truck 
and road maintenance, the other 
an experienced dispatcher and ter­ 
minal manager. 
These mea were 
installed in a main control office 
at Kunming, eastern end of the 
road. 
Next, 
a 
highway 
patrol 
was 
formed, detailed to keep traffic 
moving 
bb smoothly as on any 
main highway in America. A short 
wave radio system was built to aid 
in th# task. 
Rounding out the or­ 
ganization was a department of fi­ 
nance, accounting and statistics, 
equipped to take over the work of 
a score of tax collectors and pro­ 
vincial officials formerly strung 
out along the road.

ITH the foundation of this gen­ 
eral structure completed, other 
important steps were taken; 
1—Large maintenance stations, 
each under an American's direc­ 
tion, were built a day’s run apart. 
Shop foremen 
from the

States were assigned to supervise 
repairs and Instruct Chinese assist­ 
ants. 
Restaurants and overnight 
sleeping facilities were provided. 
2—Intermediate repair shops, a 
half day’s run from the big centers, 
were built.

3—Along the entire roadway was 
initiated 
t i e American 
“preven­ 
tive maintenance plan.” a system 
based 
on

pairs after the damage is done. 
4— Drivers’ s c h o o l s , with 15 
Americans as teachers, were set 
up at strategic centers. 
5— Mobile 
repairs shops e n d 
wrecking trucks were ordered, gas­ 
oline storage facilities obtained. 
6— Orders for 10.000 new Ameri­ 
can-made trucks were entered In 
China’s requisition for iease-lend 
aid. 
The new Burma road setup. Arn-

rock-pebble surface. 
It was. he quotes a friend, “a 
road scratched out by the finger­ 
nails of an empire.” 
Completed, 
it gave China a through freight 
route to British India as a substi­ 
tute for the Pacific ports lost in 
the war.

C 
ONTINUING our report to our constituents down 
In Dade county. Fla., on our observations of 
life in southern California, we think the most start­

We are not complaining of progress, 
you understand, hut we do not think a fellow who 
has spent years mastering the rudiment* of domi­ 
noes suddenly should he compelled to become a 
wallflower. 
LETT us say you are invited to a dinner party in 
one of the palatial homes of Hollywood or Bev­ 
erly Hills, or the San Fernando valley, some of 
which are so large they almost would fill Warren 
Wright’s patio dowm in Dade county. Fla. On ar­ 
riving. your host or hostess immediately requests 
your participation in a game of gin rummy. A score 
of games may be in progress all over the jemt, 
but there is always room for one more. 
In some homes they do not wait until you have 
rested your hat before issuing the request. In others, 
they delay until you sit down. But in no home 1s a 
cocktail served until tho first hand has been dealt. 
We presume this is precautionary restriction. It 
might, transpire that you are not familiar with gin 
rummy and therefore would he a total economic 
Joss. The stakes are always cash money and the 
host or hostess generally plays and sometimes keeps 
score. We know a fellow in Hollywood who played 
one night with the host keeping score and made 
a bitter social enemy of that host by showing Op 
the next time accompanied by an expert accountant.

The hest social traditions of the old s’ooth would 
be affronted. Nor would it he deemed socially cor­ 
rect In Dade county for a gentleman ot lose money 
to his host or hostess or their guests in the home* 
at least not without a loud beef. 
Thus, you may judge of our embarrassment (rn 
being invited to a Hollywood home for dinner and 
drawing the hostess as an opponent in a game of 
gin rummy for money We. thought we heard a 
hollow groan from the spirit of the old south as w e 
inadvertently won the first duke. However, with tm * 
southern gallantry we managed to toss off quite 
a number of games to her. thinking we always 
could even it up whenever we wished, until we aud- 
denly discovered that she was so far ahead it would 
bankrupt us to pay off. 
Then we began to level, hut found our skill wa* 
of no avail against her cards and things looked 
black for us to get even, so we were compelled to 
resort to a little device that Is taught gin rummy 
players down in Dade county In Infancy. 
We just held out a card of each suit and lf you 
know certain cards are not in play in gin rummy 
you do not have to worry about your opponent 
catching them. This may sound like sharp practice, 
yet she had the same opportunity. She could have 
held out some cards too. if she had thought of it,

anese man usually gets a ‘perfect 
wife’. 
"A girl learns early in life to 
restrain her emotions. 
She must 
know how to keep a ’poker face’. 
A wife spends m ost all her time 
inside her home. 
She must serve 
her husband and his family and 
cannot retire at night until all the 
others have gone to bed and she 
m ust be the first one up in the 
morning. 
"Every Japanese girl.” Miss Mat­ 
sui continued. " Is reared for a mar­ 
riage arranged by her parents. To 
fall in love is a terrible offense. 
Marriage is used to unite families. 
“Of 
course 
there 
are 
son) 
‘rebels.’ 
I was one. I eloped after 
falling in love and I was sent away. 
When I left my country it was 
great relief to my relatives. 
"I never could go back to the 
Japanese woman’s way of life. The 
free and unhampered lives of Am­ 
erican women fascinate me. 
Some 
; day my Japanese sisters will be 
; free, too.” 
Chinese Marry For Love 
As a contrast to this self-deny- 
j ing picture, Miss Kuo pointed out 
that the women of China were 
among the first in the world to be 
I emancipated. 
Prior to 1911 they 
| erdured a status much like that 
| still prevailing in Japan. 
“But now,” she said, "Chinese 
j women can and do marry for love, 
i And they can and do have careers 
outside the home. This change did 
j not come overnight, of course. Af­ 
ter thousands of years of ignominy, 
that could not happen. 
And even 
yet is Is difficult for some Chinese 
men to forget the traditions that 
have come down to them regarding 
women. 
"The Chinese woman,” Miss Kuo 
w ent on. “still wears the costume 
of a Manchu dynasty. 
It has a 
stiff collar closed tightly at the 
neck, short sleeves and a long 
skirt with silts. 
W e think it is 
very practical and I can w ear it In 
the United States under my coat 
and not attract attention.” 
W e ars A 
Kim ono 
Miss Kuo was wearing .such a 
costume, in red. 
Miss Matsui also was in native 
dress, which she explained: 
“It is called a kimono, and was 
taken from an idea imported from 
China about 1,400 years ago. The 
Japanese think beauty is greatest 
when it is suggested rather than 
when it is exposed or made ob­ 
vious. All the kimonos are of the 
same cut and style. But they are 
different in their colors and the 
designs upon them. 
"The 
harmony 
and 
contrast 
chosen gives the Japanese woman 
a chance to show her individual­ 
ity. The outside color is subdued, 
but the lining is usually bright.” 
Miss Matsui’s was pale blue with 
brilliant red lining. 
Miss Matsui explained 
that a 
Japanese wife is expected to help 
her husband on with his overcoat 
and to open the door for him. 
"In fact.” she said, “a wife must 
make a ‘spoiled boy’ of her hus­ 
band.

T he Japanese speaker concluded 
that “a happier Japan can come 
only when the military dictators 
are defeated.

Would it bo too late to trano- 
plant (ria, peonies, and roaoo? 
Wa just moved and would like 
to reoet them. 
Although the 
iris 
and peony 
should 
bove 
been 
transplanted 
earlier, I certainly would trans­ 
plant them rather than lose them. 
If you will 
mulch them well 
with oak leaves, straw, or glase 
wool to reduce the heaving during 
the winter you should have no 
difficulty. 


Will you kindly tell me lf there 
Ie any way to eave tulip and oar- 
eiaaus bulba if you do not plant 
them? I aspect to move In the 
eprlng or early turnover and de 
net want to Ieee them. 
There la absolutely no way you 
can aave any bulbs without plant­ 
ing them since they deteriorate 
rather rapidly. May I suggest, there­ 
fore, that you plant your tulips 
and narcissus 
in shallow boxes 
three to four inches deep, leave 
them out of doors for the winter, 
covering them with a few inches 
of leaves, straw, or excelsior. 
In tbia way they can grow and 
bloom next spring and can 
be 
moved at any time without dis­ 
turbing the root systems.

TROOPS TO GET 
YULE FURLOUGH 


Transportation Groups Set 
' To Move 800,000 Men 


By The A*»ociat*d Pre**. 
WASHINGTON, 
Nov. 
26—The 
Army said Merry Christmas a month 
in advance with the tidings that 
between 700,000 and 800,000 sol­ 
diers will get Yuletide furloughs. 
By the war department's esti­ 
mate, approximately half of the 
land forces will be granted leaves 
to go home for the holidays and 
this raised the prospect of the big­ 
gest Christmas transportation rush 
in more than two decades. 
Belief was expressed, neverthe­ 
less, that there will be enough 
trains for the troops, without undue 
snarling of railway passenger or 
freight schedule*. 
Would Escape Peak 
In cooperation with the Associ­ 
ation of American Railways, plans 
are being made to move service 
men to their homes well in advance 
cif the rush which normally reach­ 
es a peak Christmas eve. 
As far as possible, soldiers are 
to be released on two dates, De­ 
cember 12 and December 20, de­ 
pending on whether they receive 
furlough of one month or two 
weeks. They are due back in the 
ranks January 12 and January 4, 
respectively. 
As another contribution, routine 
troop movements involving change 
of stations will be suspended Dec. 
12-Jan. 12 
Other aspects of the 
formidable transportation problems 
remaining still are to be worked 
out. 
Maneuvers Gave Some Practice 
The war department, which has 
Its own group of experts working 
on transport problems, received 
some preliminary practice on the 
Louisiana maneuvers in August 
when nearly 183,000 men were 
moved by rail, steamship and air­ 
plane, aside from a larger number 
who traveled by truck. 
The number expected to jam 
railways and bus line* In Decem­ 
ber, however, is believed to be the 
largest since the 1918 Christmas 
holidays, when some two million 
men were under arms in this 
country following the World war 
armistice.

HARRISBURG, Nov. 26—Repub­ 
licans and Democrats are miles 
apart today on issues of congres­ 
sional reappointment and cutting 
taxes at this time, but both sides 
took steps of their own which 
would bring on a special' session 
of the legislature. 
The common goal was reached 
this way; 
I.—Republican senators and rep­ 
resentatives in caucus lined up 
solidly behind a proposal to re­ 
move one of Philadelphia’s seven 
congressional 
districts, as 
their 
solution to the problem of reduc­ 
ing the state's representation in 
congress from 34 to 33, A special 
session must be called to accom­ 
plish any redistricting of the state 
before next year’s elections. 
I.—Democratic leaders renewed 
their demand on the governor that 
be summon the legislature to slash 
taxes by 1100,000,000—the surplus 
which they figure will pile up at 
the present rate of income before 
the end of the 1941-43 biennium— 
and also to 
tackle reapportion­ 
ment. 
As a result of the 1940 census, 
Pennsylvania loses one member in 
congress. If the state is not re­ 
districted before the May primer- 
les, all 33 members will be chosen 
on a statewide basis. 
Gov. Arthur H. James said there 
Is no relation between reappor­ 
tionment and 
taxes 
and stated 
flatly in reply to the Democratic 
demand for tax cuts that be would 
call a special session next sum­ 
mer lf a “bulge in income” showed 
up at the end of the fiscal year, 
May SI. 


Knox Drives Against 
Junking Of V. S. Fleet 
When Hostilities Stop 


By Th* Associated Pre**. 
NBW TORK. Nov. 26 — Seer© 
tary of Navy Prank Knox says the 
powerful United States fleet now 
being built should not be junked 
after hostilities cease. 
, 
Knox, writing in the current Lib­ 
erty magazine, points out that dur­ 
ing the last w ar the United States 
lost four combat vessels and emerg­ 
ed from the conflict with the most 
powerful navy in the world. 
•'Forthwith we celebrated by de­ 
stroying 236 of our own ships,” he 
writes. “In the war of 1812 we lost 
25 naval vessels in combat or storm 
and 227 to the junk dealers. 
"Excepting the war with Spain in 
1898,” the 
secretary 
says, 
“the 
United States has met every In­ 
ternational crisis woefully unpre­ 
pared at sea, especially so tor a 
maritime nation. 
"With that exception,” he adds, 
“It has ended the war in possession 
of as formidable a navy as any 
afloat. And again without excep­ 
tion the United States thereupon 
has tossed its fleet upon the ecrap 
piles. 
"This must not and shall not be 
the fate of the navy we have rebuilt 
and are building now.” 
Secretary Knox says that in an­ 
other year or 18 months "we again 
will have the most powerful fight­ 
ing naval force the world has seen, 
a two-ocean navy with a full com­ 
plement of airplanes aud auxiliar­ 
ies.”

Dutch Guiana Move Should Strengthen Morale 


Of Anti-Axis Bloc, Show U. S. Means Business

NEW YORK, Nov. 26—Herr Hitler’s camp would appear from 
Nazi and Fascist newspaper comment to be as much exercised over 
the American occupation of Dutch Guiana a* any othe!* recent develop­ 
ment—and taking the long view of the war situation perhaps the wise 
men of the Axis are right. 
No clearer indication of the powerful moral effect of this. move 
---------------------------------------- 
- •fvoufd be had than has been evi­ 
denced in the angry outburst of 
the German and Italian press. That 
moral effect, which reaches round 
the world and touches not only the 
Axis and its supporters but their 
enemies, would seem to be mbre 
important at this juncture than the 
military consideration. 
We have a striking demonstra­ 
tion of the determination of the 
United States to protect not only 
its own interests but those of other 
nations in this hemisphere. We also 
have a display of Pan-American 
cooperation In Brasil’s quick ap­ 
proval and that’s of vast import­ 
ance to the outcome of the war. 
The general effect must be to 
impress all nations with the idea 
that Uncle Siam means business. 
One would expect it to encourage 
Pan-American solidarity, to raise 
the morale of the Allies and their 
friends and to provide food for 
reflection among those nations like 
Turkey which are trying to tread 
a etmtght path of neutrality. 
This sending of Yankee troops 
into Surinam might even have a 
salutary effect on the American- 
Japanese crisis. By an association 
of ideas Tokyo will be unable to 
escape the thought that Dutch 
Guiana is a sister colony of the 
Dutch East Indies, which figure so 
prominently In the Far Eastern 
imbroglio. 
Last but far from least—and this 
likely is what worries Hitler most 
—the American move is calculated 
to have a restraining influence on 
the Vichy government which Just 
now is under heavy pressure to 
make more concessions to Ger­ 
many. 
Among the things which the 
fuehrer desires most is- use of 
French colonies for military and 
submarine bases and the occupa­ 
tion of Dutch Guiana next door to 
French Guiana is bound to make 
the French government pause for 
consideration.
